Andretti 
Worries About 
Fuel Shortage 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. (UPI) — 
Mario Andretti, driving a ford- 
powered entry, grabbed the lead 
on the 97th lap Sunday and held 
on despite a fuel shortage to 
win his second Tony Bettenhau- 
sen Memorial race at the Illi­ 
nois State F air’s one-mile dirt 
oval.

The recent story on Knights of the 
Golden Circle brought back many mem­ 
ories to people in Rush County. 
Probably the most interesting story 
was told bv one of our leading citizens 
on R. R. 4. He explained that Walker 
Township was settled by Dutch, Amish, 
and Quakers, who came in from Penn­ 
sylvania, and by English, Irish, and 
Scotch, who came up from the Caro­ 
linas into Kentucky and into Indiana. 
The Amish and Quakers were conscien­ 
tious objectors and the ones with rela­ 
tives still living in the South were not 
eager to join up with the Union Army to 
fight their own “kin.” As a result, the 
Civil War was very unpopular in Walker 
Township. As pointed out in the pre­ 
vious column, a secret organization wfas 
formed, called the Knights of the Golden 
Circle. The identification was a buckeye 
carried by members on their person. 
The grandfather was Pennsylvania 
Dutch. His father was German, and had 
come into Walker Township with other 
Dutch families from Pennsylvania. They 
were Amish, and had originally come 
from France. This is the story that was 
told many, many years after the Civil 
War.It seems that when Oliver, the grand­ 
father, was 14 in 1863, he went to one of 
the secret meetings of the Knights of 
the Golden Circle. The next morning 
there was a horse pistol on the mantle. 
He told the family that they had given 
him the pistol and a job to do, but he 
could not do it, . . . The next morning 
he left for the northwest and was gone 
for two years . . . or until the Civil War 
ended. He had told the family that the 
g 


istol was not to be touched until he got 
ack . . . and it wasn’t. 
The family was Democratic at that 
time, but the grandmother was a Whig, 
and named her son Henry Harrison. 
Since that time the descendants have 
been staunch Republicans. 
The reason for the grandfather going 
west was a well kept secret, and even 
his son and daughter did not know why 
the grandfather “disappeared” for a 
time. When he had returned to Rush 
Countv, he never talked about it, so it 
was only recently that the family found 
out the'inside story and the real reason 
for his leaving. 
There are many stories^ connected 
with this organization. One is about the 
man who was “hanged” three times but 
lived to be an old man. It seemed that 
on each occasion one of his buddies saw 
to it that the rope slipped and no phys­ 
ical injury resulted. There was always 
some question as to whether or not he 
was guiltv, so for the sake of justice, it 
is a good thing it happened. Hysteria in 
war times can be a very vicious thing!

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Patronage, merit, bi-partisan, 
civil service a ad covered em­ 
ployment, all have their good, 
points as well as disadvantages 
as the way to run government. 
The entire subject leaves me 
more than a little confused. The 
recent attack against the 2 per 
cent patronage collections by 
patronage employes brought the 
problems to light, as well as 
the necessity to delay en­ 
forcement of the new’ bi-parti­ 
san employment in seven state 
agencies. 
First it should be understood 
that the 2 per cent club is not 
patronage as such. It is only 
a by product of a system that 
is as old as politics, blackmail 
'Of 'political employes. When first 
started by Frank McHale for 
the McNutt administration back 
in 1933, the collections made 
some sense. The country was 
in the throes of a depression, 
and any job was at a premium. 
Money was in short supply, and 
political parties had problems 
raising enough to launch cam­ 
paigns. The few’ jobs available 
were eargerly sought by many 
highly qualified individuals. 
At that time, it was only 
reasonable that the few' who 
benefited most should help bear 
the cost of maintaining the 
party in power which had made 
the job possible. As the country 
recovered and moved toward 
ful employment governmental 
salaries failed to keep pace with 
the economy. We now find 
many positions impossible to fill 
due to low’ wages paid by the 
state. The result, is a shortage 
of guards at correctional in­ 
stitutions, a lack of proper care 
f o r 
mental 
patients 
and 
lowering of qualifications for 
many positions. The “Volun­ 
tary” contributions decrease an 
already low pay in all too many 
cases. 
True patronage employment 
is inefficient. Under such a 
system, employment is based 
upon party loyalty, with a 
complete turn-over in personnel 
during every change of ad- 
m i n i s t r a t i o n . Politicians 
maintain 
it 
provides 
for 
responsiveness, since to con- 
t i n u e employment, 
it is 
necessary to remain in power. 
Remaining in power requires 
being of maximum service to 
the public. An employee is easy 
to discharge. However, by the 
time an employee is properly 
trained, he can be out of a job. 
Retraining is both inefficient 
and expensive.

Officials Have 
Coroner Problem 


MARION Ind. (UPI) — Prob­ 
lems developed Sunday w h e n 
officials in Grant County learn­ 
ed they might not have a coro­ 
ner—a. fact which apparently 
had not been communicated to 
proper authorities. 
The questionable status sur­ 
rounds Dr. Jerry Tomlinson 
who said he considered himself 
off the job as of Aug. 15 when 
he said in a letter to the Grant 
County Council his resignation 
was effective. 
Tomlinson submitted the lett­ 
er to the council, Aug. 9. fol­ 
lowing a dispute over his bud­ 
get. 
The problems surfaced when 
the Grant County Sheriffs office 
called Tomlinson to investigate 
the death of a Marion man, 
whose 'body was found at the 
'victim’s home. Foul play was 
suspected in the death. 
But detailed examination of 
Williams’ death was not forth­ 
coming since Tomlinson said he 
so longer was on the job. A 
deputy coroner finally was sum­ 
moned to give a preliminary 
and unofficial examination. 
But the body today remained 
at the Grant County Hospital 
pending official inquest. 
One source said Tomlinson 
apparently erred by submitting 
his resignation to the w’rong offi­ 
cial. The source said Governor 
Bowen would have to act on re­ 
signations of that type.

It was emphasized by 
information that top cabinet 
members could discharge less 
than a half-dozen of the em­ 
ployees in his large government 
agency, and. even the President 
could not change more than a 
dozen. 
Bi-partisan is said to in­

and

ployment. Under the Indiana 
system, some agencies such as 
the State Police and State 
Board of Accounts remain half 
and half, representing the two 
major parties. Many other state 
agencies were placed under a 
60-40 quota, with no more than 
60 per cent of the employees 
belonging to any one party. 
Democratic Stole Chairman 
Gordon St. Angelo pointed out 
the weak point, of the Indiana 
system. The majority party also 
picks the 40 per cent to 
represent the minority party. 
All too often, they pick strong 
members of their own party, 
and weak members of the op­ 
position, Based, upon voting 
records in the last primary, it 
is too easy to switch party 
altogiance to obtain state em­ 
ployment. 
In smaller communities, the 
problem is not as pronounced. 
Here, everyone knows their 
neighbors, and must continue to 
live in the community.

relationships, rather than upon 
party affiliation.., Larger com­ 
munities do not have the same 
advantage. 
The best example is in license 
branches. Most small counties 
admit the quality of service 
does not vary regardless of the 
party in power. In larger 
populated areas, it does. The 
State has little control over 
employees in branches. The 
local manager owes his ap­ 
pointment to the party in power, 
and picks his own employee s. 
There is little or no recourse 
even at the polls for bad or 
inefficient service. 
If 60-40 bipartisan is to be 
the answer, let’s screen the 40 
with the minority party. and 
stop the political blackmail for 
employment.

Because the second such va­ 
cancy to occur will mean the 
Democrats retain a seat if they 
utilize the new law first imple­ 
mented for the benefit of the 
Republicans. 
Democratic state chairman 
Gordon St. Angelo said he has 
decided “going to the precinct 
committeemen is not the worst 
idea in the world.” He said that 
in filling a vacancy caused by 
the death of Rep. John F. Ma­ 
honey, D-Hammond he will use 
the procedure like that used, by 
Republican s t a t e chairman 
Jfhomas Milligan in filling a va­ 
cancy caused by the resignation 
of Rep. John C. Hart, R - In­ 
dianapolis. 
'Rep. Mari Resigned 
Last July. Milligan struggled 
with the rules for implementing 
a 1973 law’ specifying the a va­ 
cancy in the legislature is to be 
filled by vote of the precinct 
committeemen “who are from 
the district where the vacancy 
occurred and represent th e 
same political party as the per­ 
son who h e l d such vacated 
seat.” 
At the time, a vacancy de­ 
veloped when Hart' resigned aft­ 
er Attorney General Theodore 
L. Sendak ruled he would be in 
conflict of interest if space 
w’ere rented by the sta’e in an 
office building partially owned 
by Hart. Milligan worked out a 
procedure within the new law 
In- which a mini-convention was 
held by the precinct committee­ 
men of Hart’s district and they 
'elected Stephen H. Stoughton, 
11 -Indi ana polis, to fill Hart's 
vacancy. 
St. Angelo said he has been 
studying the procedure used by 
the Republicans and “we wi l l 
follow’ the same procedures.” 
Called Legally Sound 
He said also that he did ask 
two attorneys for legal opin­ 
ion on the constitutionality of 
the new law and was advised it 
apparently is constitutionally 
sound. St. Angelo qualified his 
comments saying' that if la’er 
developed “it is constitutionally 
unsound, none of us are for it.” 
At the time the Republicans 
were using the law to f i l l 
Hart’s vacancy, several Demo­ 
crats questioned the legality of 
the law, and talked of a court 
suit but none was filed.

Twin Perils In Store For Indians

NEW DELHI (UPI) — Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi during 
her recent tour of Canada said 
she sees a “glow” on the face 
of the common Indian people. 
In rejoinder, a l<^i s Indian 
commentator wrote, ‘"There is 
a glow. Madam, but it is the

anger.’ 
Some recent examples of the 
anger: 
—Thousands of hungry poor 
of Cum bum town in south Ind'1 a 
stopped several trucks belong­ 
ing to black marketeers, unload­ 
ed hundreds of sacks of rice 
and r:cd *o distribute the rice 
at the official price. 
Police 
broke up the crowd with a 
teargas barrage. 
—Several 
hundred 
persons 
were arrested in Maharashtra 
s\ate following alleged looting 
of foodgrains from a warehouse 
belonging to a member oí Mrs. 
Gandhi’s ruling Congress party. 
—Police 
used 
teargas 
to 
disperse a violent crowd of 
“starvation 
marchers” 
who 
tried to force their way into the 
assistant collectors office at 
Attingal, 
in southern Tamil 
Nadu state. 
“The crisis of food and prices 
has 
now 
mounted 
to 
the 


Cashpoint of a violent popular 
revolt,” 
the 
mass-circulated 
weekly “Blitz” said in a front 
page story a.sí month. It said if 
the government was unable to 
overcome the crisis, “then it 
must get out. It must quit if 
o:; y to prevent the outbreak of 
a blood revolution.” 
Critics describe the problem 
that faces Mrs. Gandhi and the 
country a ' the most serious in 
her seven years in office. Her 
popularity has nosedived in the 
29 months since she won a 
massive election victory on the 
pledge of eliminated poverty. 
Since the election, Ind a has 
suffered three severe droughts, 
and the Prime Minister has 
tome under attack because 
poverty still flourishes. 
inflationary 
pressures 
are 
adding to the plight of the poor. 
Food prices have risen 20 to too 
per cent this year. 
Unem loyrmnt has climbed 
to more than 35 per cent, 
com oared with about an aver­ 
age 20 per cent in rec ni years. 
According to oifich, figures 
there are nearly eight million 
educated unemployed in India. 
The industrial growth rate of 
mx to seven per cent last year 
is expected to decline this year 
cl ie to acute electric power 


shortages 
while yearly per 
capita 
income has dropped 
from $91.50 last year to $91.20 
in 1972-73. 
Nearly 40 per cent of the 
population—about 220 million 
people—live below the poverty 
level, earning less than 40 
rupees or $5 a month.
